If so the 
front three could well be Swain, 
Searle and Tony Horseman. 

Bournemouth incidentally, will 
be bringing down their full Divi- 
sion three first team early in Mav 
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for another game. Another more 
immediate friendly has been 
arranged for Tuesday at home to 
Southall. 

Tomorrow, Wycombe will be 
anxious to avenge their 1-0 home 
defeat by Stortford back in 
September. The story of that 
game is all too familiar. The Blues 
dominated most of the 90 minutes 
but fell to a 40th minute goal by 
Davidson. Supporters will 
remember the game for the series 
of missed chances when the 
forwards were faced only by 
goalkeeper Terry Moore.
